As is shown on a later page of this Report which gives ~ 


statistics regarding the Hospital, the number of Admissions 


continued to increase and amounted to 1,031 in 1946. With © 
only 113 beds available, such a figure reflects the amount of © 


work done and is a great credit to thé Surgeons, Matron and 


Nursing Staff who, in addition to maintaining their high — 


standard of professional efficiency, retained the happy 
atmosphere in the Wards of which we are all so proud. 


During the year the average daily number of occupied 
beds was 105.79 and the cost of each patient per week worked 
out at £6 8s. r1d. The increase in cost is largely due to the 
dearer prices of provisions and higher scales of wages. 


Despite the large number of patients admitted during the 
year, the waiting list was only reduced from 722 to 508, and 
it is considered that the only way in which the list can be 
satisfactorily dealt with is by the provision of additional 
Ward accommodation. This is being planned as, despite the 
effects of Nationalisation, it is strongly felt that this is a 
problem to be faced immediately, and the Committee intend 
to do everything in their power to hasten the day when the 
Waiting List will be a thing of the past. 


The Hospital was honoured by the visit of Her Royal 
Highness Princess Elizabeth on 14th November, 1946, when 
she graciously visited all the Wards and spoke to many of 
the patients. 
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During the year, twenty candidates entered for the Final 
Orthopaedic Nursing Certificate Examination of whom 
nineteen were successful in passing, and one of them gained 
honours. Eight probationers entered for the Preliminary 
Examination for the same examination, seven passed. Fifteen 
Probationers entered for the Preliminary State Examination 
of the General Nursing Council and fourteen of them were 
successful. Fifteen nurses completed their training during 
1946 and were awarded the Hospital Certificate. 


The Annual Re-union and Prizegiving was held on 
Saturday, July 27th, 1946, when we were delighted to welcome 
many past members of the staff and friends. On this occasion 
we were honoured by the presence of Miss R. Doherty, R.R.C., 
Matron in Chief of the Royal Australian Air Force and late 
Matron of the Belsen Concentration Camp Hospital. Her 
address was most inspiring and helpful. Mrs. Ronald 
Whiteway presented prizes to members of the Nursing Staff. 


The Hospital School continues to provide education for 
all the children from Nursery stage up till the age of 16 years. 
The children are nearly all bed cases, and therefore each child 
receives individual attention and teaching. On the occasion 
of the visit of H.R.H. Princess Elizabeth, a leather purse 
and a pair of gloves made by the children were presented 
to her. 


The Girl Guide Company was re-started after a long lapse 
in July, 1946, by Mrs. Michelmore, and the first Enrolment 
Ceremony took place on October 21st by the District Com- 
missioner, Mrs. Croft. Mrs. Broom has now become Captain 
of the Company with Miss Rosemary Reed as Assistant. 


The work of the Boy Scout Troop in the Hospital has 
proceeded during the year much as usual. Owing to Hospital 
conditions the numbers have fluctuated widely and very 
little outdoor work has been possible, but the boys have 
shown interest and several Second-class Badges have been 
earned. The past year has been memorable for the reconsti- 
tution of the Wolf Cub Pack after a break of about four and 
a half years. The Pack is extremely keen and although 
sometimes small in number, is showing great promise. 


The many friends of the Hospital who, throughout the 
year, have contributed to the entertainment of the Patients 
by giving Concerts, Film Shows, Folk Dancing Displays, 
Dramatic Entertainments, Band Performances and other 
Musical and Choral Concerts, or in any other way are too 
numerous to mention individually, but all are assured that 
their efforts are greatly appreciated, and help considerably to 
the speedy return to convalescence of patients. 
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The work at the eleven Clinics, which are truly Out-patient 
Departments of the Hospital, continue to grow, and this vear 
there were 21,213 attendances. This increase of 2,364 on the 
previous year has meant much additional work, particularly for 
the Clinic Secretaries, the majority of whom are Honorary. To 
them all and to the Voluntary workers who attend the Clinics 
week by week, and the representatives in the various towns and 
parishes in Devon and the area served by the Association, we would 
express our deep gratitude and thanks. Apart from exceptional 
cases, every patient admitted to the Hospital for In-patient treat- 
ment is first seen by the Surgeon at one of the Clinics, and after 
receiving the necessary Hospital treatment, is transferred back 
to the Clinic nearest the patient’s home for treatment by the 
Specialised After-care Sisters, who attend weekly and for periodical 
observation by the Surgeons. By having the Clinics distributed 
throughout the Area, much long and difficult travelling is avoided 
for the patients and in certain types of cases, the Clinic treatment 
obviates the necessity of their ever having to become Hospital 
In-patients.

One great event of the year has been the receipt of a legacy’ of 
£1,000 under the Will of the late Mrs. Rudson Reid, which has 
made it possible to plan for much needed extensions. The demand 
for beds is as great as ever and with 35 children in a house planned 
for 20, extra accommodation in bathroom, treatment room, etc., 
was becoming urgent. 


The patients have had a very happy year and the Committee 
are most grateful for all the kindness and generosity which has 
provided many unexpected treats. A new wireless has been installed 
with extensions to all wards. The Ottery Toc H, with Miss Peeke’s 
help, have arranged that every Sunday from March to October, 
two cars owned by local residents should take the children to 
Sidmouth, while Toc H members have taken others out in wheeled 
chairs. Sidmouth Rotary have provided transport on many 
occasions, as well as much help in other ways, while Exeter Toc H 
have given weekly film shows at the Home throughout the winter. 


At Xmas a wonderful supply of toys was forthcoming, thanks 
to Mr. Tedbury, the Personal Service League and others, and 
before the Xmas Tree festivities the children acted a very successful 
play, ‘““The Birds’ Ballet,” to an appreciative audience. 


During term time the Red Cross Cadets from Sidmouth Convent 
have come over every Sunday afternoon and have been a real 
help to the Staff, and on Sunday evenings Ottery Toc H have held 
services in the Wards. 


In addition to many other gifts and donations, substantial 
sums were received from the Sidmouth Young Conservatives, 
Ottery Youth Fellowship and Tipton St. John Carol Parties. The 
Tipton schoolchildren also collected eggs. 


The Rev. T. Hancock and Mrs. Hancock have left the parish 
and have earned our thanks for all they did for the Home and 
children. The Rev. L. A. D. Edwards has been appointed Hon. 
Chaplain in Mr. Hancock’s place. 


As in all Hospitals and Homes, the year has been a difficult 
one, with shortage of Nursing and Domestic staff, and the Committee 
would like to record their warm appreciation of Sister Whiteman 
and her Staff for the skill, devotion and hard work that has kept 
the Home running so successfully in spite of all difficulties.

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MEDICAL REPORT. 


1946 was a year of transition, with great changes in our staff 
and in the type of work being done. We have, once more, become 
more clearly a civilian hospital and have at last been able to tackle 
many of the problems left ‘‘ until after the war.” 


WAITING LIST. 


Frequent reading of the figures of our growing waiting list 
should not dull our thoughts to the fact that “‘ waiting ’’ problems 
mean people and suffering. Many of these have been held up 
because of the demands of the War for young service men and 
women. The older people are, however, important contributors 
to the needs of manpower and deserve consideration now. The 
answer to the waiting list problem is that the Princess Elizabeth 
Orthopedic Hospital is not big enough—it never has been. Our 
work has always been carried out at high pressure with too little 
accommodation. 


NEW BUILDINGS. 


It is generally agreed that the minimum size of an Orthopedic 
Unit such as this, should comprise 250 beds. If the organisation 
is not to break down, the ,hospital’s enlargement to that size be- 
comes an urgent necesity. During the War, at many other big 
area centres like Exeter, large hutted hospitals were constructed 
for the needs, particularly of the American Army. For some 
inexplicable reason, Exeter was neglected in this regard. Devon 
is suffering from strategic whim which sited the extra hospitals 
in the most un-get-at-able places. I mention this to emphasise 
that planning authorities should give prior consideration to Exeter’s 
needs. 


TRAINING. 


As a training centre for Orthopedic work, the Princess Elizabeth 
Orthopedic Hospital becomes of increasing importanc>. Nurses 
come from distant parts of the Empire for the special course which, 
in common with other Orthopedic hospitals, we provide. 


We should plan to equip ourselves more fully for this work 
in order to help more people to receive the special qualification 
in Orthopedic Nursing and those training to be Orthopedic 
Physiotherapists. We greatly need additions to the Nurses’ Home 
to give more residential facilities for preliminary training, study 
and lecture rooms. The community must take more responsibility 
for seeing that hospitals are adequately staffed in the non-technical 
sphere in order to facilitate the work of Nursing education. 
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RESEARCH. 


As a Research centre and training ground for Orthopedic 
Surgeons, the hospital is being shown increasing interest. As this 
report goes to press, recognition of this has been given by the 
British Orthopaedic Association, which has chosen Exeter for 
its place of meeting in April. 


FUTURE ORGANIZATION. 


It is clear that this Unit and its Clinics will carry on with the 
- natural growth and vitality which have been the feature of their 
life heretofore. It seems to us that our method of working offers 
much from which the Government Departments may learn, and 
having something to contribute in the way of advancement, it is 
unhkely that our organization will be greatly modified for several 
years. 


In any case, it should be realised that the hospital and clinics _ 
are only two aspects of the work of the charitable body known as ~ 
the Devonian Orthopedic Association. The Social Service work 
involved for orthopedic patients, the provision of appliances of 
all kinds, the facilitation of continuity of treatment as between 
hospital, clinic and the home, recreational activities, the needs of 
the disabled person in the home and in industry, all these are 
matters for which a central charitable body will be able to supply 
the defects and enrich the bare needs, which perhaps for sometime 
will be all that the Government Departments will be in a position 
to provide. 


An important activity of the Orthopedic Association in the 
future must be the further development of its Surgical Appliance 
Workshops, which provide a regional service in addition to the 
work done for our own hospital and clinics. In this and in other 
aspects of orthopedics, there is a great field for research, and that 
function of the Devorian Orthopedic Association should, when the 
hospital is taken over, remain an important interest left tor it 
to help on.
